ties having had practically no work, 
and on account of growers signify 
ing their inaliility to attend meet- 
ings where the affairs of the Assoei 
ation were to be discussed becaoK 
of being busily enguged in cutting 
and housing tobacco. 1 have canvass- 
ed the Directors to ascertain their 
views as to whether the membeiship 
books should close aa heretofore un- 
derstood on September 21st or not. 
The result is a decision to keep the 
books open in a number of counties 
at least until the assembling of the 
new Board of Directors on October 
1st. It is understood that each 
County Committee uses its judgment 
about closing the membership lists, 
such as favor continuing the cam- 
paign doing so, and those who think 
that every grower of tobacco has 
bad sufficient opportunity to sign 
can close tbe campaign in their re- 
spective counties for the season. 

If there is not sufficient tobacco 
pledged by October 1st to warrant a 
continuance of the Association it 
will be through no lack of effort of 
the management, which in addition 
to doubling the price of tobacco has 
kept all conditions and events of 
whatever nature affecting the As- 
sociation iqoarely and candidly in 
view of growers of tobacco, but if 
therobafidlure to continue the As- 
aodatioD tha responsibility wiU rest 
upon growers themselves who indif • 
ferently tarn a deaf ear to tbe ap- 
peals for assistance and admonitions 
of danger, or selfishly desire others 
to carry their part of the labor and 
responsibility of aoataining anAsM^ 
elation. It is a conspicuous fact 
worthy of most thoughtful consider- 
ation that in conntiaa whara grow- 
ers are not themselves throwing the 
scotch in front of the wheel instead 
of behind it thara woald ba no difll 
culty getting any reaaonahia par 
cent to sign the pledge. 

In one county the proposition is 
urged of having a si.xty per cent pro- 
vision which could not be considered 
because it bad not been so resolved 
by tbe Board of Directors and made 
applicable to all counties. But the 
remarkable and unfortunate part 
about this affair is that if the gentle- 
men who are dwelling upon the six- 
ty per cent idea would devote them- 
selves by tha aaaa affort to get 
every grower In the county to sign 
the pledge it ia almost a certainty 
that there would be no (wflkalty 
about getting 70 or 75 per 'cent to 
sign.

Pn not take 
them from the boiling water ;iml B€t 
them on a cold table, or In a draft; 
otherwise they will crack and some- 
timee break. A break Is often better 
than a crack, as' a eraek sometimes Is 
BO small that It escapes one's notice 
until the jar falls apart and the con- 
tents are lost. Alao care must be ta- 
ken to have the syrup bolllnK. and to 
fill the Jars completely, even to over- 
flowing.

FRAPPF.S THAT ARE DELICIOUS 



Tea. Coffee and Cboeolato Are Three 
ef the Easiest Made from 



Tea Frappe — Roll one cupful of 
BURiir and two ciipfuls of water for 
five minutes to make .i syrup Add 
one pint of fairly strong tea. freshly 
made and cooled, then the grated rind 
and juice of three oranges, the juice 
of two lemons and one can of grated 
pineapple. Freese In a freeser If de- 
sired, or tarn Into a mold, cover the 
top with paralBn paper or buttered pa- 
per, place a cover on it tightly, and 
pack In a mixture of equal parts of 
salt and ice for three hours. Remove 
from the mold and garnish with slices 
of lemon or crushed mint leaves, dust- 
ed with powdered sugar. 

Coffee Frappe — Make, coffee tbe 
strength desired, strain it carefully 
and cool and sweeten to taste, then 
place It in a mold and pack as for all 
fTappes. One capful of cream may be 
added before packing. If desired. Gar- 
nish with whipped cream in serving. 

Chocolate or Cocoa Frappe — Make 
diooolate or cocoa as If for a bever- 
age, add for four oapfuls, one tea- 
spoonful ot vanilla and one captol ot 
etrang, olaer eoflee. Freeae ia a tiees- 
er or mtM la leb and salt Mum in 
tall sherbet glassee and garalsb wlt> 
whipped cream. 



Stuffed Eggs and Rioe. 
Hard-boll six eggs, remove the shells 
and cot them in balvea. Take out tbe 
yolks end make a paste ef them, add- 
ing a teaspoon of melted batter, three 
sardines mashed, one-half teaspoon of 
salt and a little paprika. Mix and form 
Into balls and fill in each half of the 
whites. Have ready some hot boiled 
rice on a dish and sink the 12 halves 
into it symmetrically to form an at- 
tractive design. Place the dish over 
hot water while yon mb together two 
teaspoons of batter and two teaspoons 
of flour, a cup of milk, a cap of stbek 
and seasoning. When this has boiled 
pour over all and garnish with pars 
ley. Serve very hot.

the glass In after waWag ft aad if a 

very fine polish be desired on It have 
a third bowl of cold water with a lit- 
tle ammonia in it.. Wash each arti- 
cle separately, rinse it well and dry 
with a soft glass cloth, which should 
be made of Itaen or little, fluffy par- 
tidee WiU stlsk to the 
tbe appearaaeek 

When it is waObed and dried polisb 
with a leather kept for the glass or 
with a silk handkerchief or with some 
soft tlsui' paper. 

How to Clean Sliver — Have an 
aluminum pan containing about two 
gallons of cold water. In this dissolve 
a piece of washing soda about the 
aize of an egg and beat the solution 
to boiling point. Drop Into thle tbe 
silver to be cleaned, taking care to 
keep the whole at boiling point. Let 
fhf pllver soak for three or four min- 
utes. Lift out with a wire spnon or 
longhandlp'i fo'k. wash in hot snap 
suds and wljio quickly witli a perfect- 
ly dry to-.'. Thc) [ileces so Cleaned 
will be as highly polished as when 
new. 

This process will neither Injure 
plated or solid ware. When all the 
silver ia finished, if there are any 

pieces that do not look white and 
clear, rub them with a little dry 
whiting and a dry duster, then polish 
off with a soft, dry cloth.

German Sciantitt Has a New Theory 
to Explain the Racedino of 
the 8eaa. 

\\'1icn water is decomposed by ra- 
dium or by ultra-violet rays it pro- 
'hieos ]iy(lr'\;.'pn and peroxide of hy- 
drogen, and it does not form oxygen. 
Electrolylia deoompoaitio* forma 
oxygen. 

A German investigator bases a 
new theory relating to the drying of 

the earth on the fact that one form 
of decomposition produces oxygen, 
while the other form does not Part 
of the water vapor emitted by the 
seas is decomposed by the ultra-vio- 
let rays of the sun; the hydrogen 
formed rises toward the high at- 
mospheric strata, and all the water 
iln(>s not retnm to the surface. 
Therefore, the quantity of water on 
the face of the globe is always di- 
minishing and the earth is inces- 
santly, if gradually, drying. 

To cite one example: On the 
north side of the Alps there ii a con* 
tinual failing off in the depth of tli>^ 
lakes and a gradual formation of 
swamps. Two hundred and fifty 
years ago there were 1 19 lakes in the 
canton of Zurirch, today there are 
76. The destruction of the forests 
and the cultivation of the land par- 
tially explains this, but the loss of 
hydrogen if an important factor. 
The hydrogen aecuninlated in the 
higher atmosphere is diffused in in- 
terstellar space.
